giiided  as  illegal,  and  to  bring  any  fu¬ 
ture  representation  at  the  Vatican  in 
line  with  regular  constitutional  proce¬ 
dure. 

Promotes  Disunity 

•‘I  am  glad  that  the  President  is  study¬ 
ing  the  whole  question,”  said  Dawson. 
“I  realize  that  he  is  under  strong  pres¬ 
sure  from  Roman  Catholics  to  appoint 
a  successor  to  Taylor  and  from  Protes¬ 
tants  who  oppose  an  appointment. 

“It  is  exceedingly  unfortunate,  how¬ 
ever,  that  this  question  comes  up  at  a 
time  when  the  nation  needs  unity.  There 
is  no  more  dicisive  question  that  could 
arise  in  the  life  of  our  nation  than 
this.” 

“If*St  does  come,”  he  warned,  “it  is 
the  time  to  settle  it  decisively.  The  mis¬ 
takes  which  Presidents  Roosevelt  and 
Truman  have  made  with  respect  to  ap¬ 
peasing  the  Communists,  for  which  such 
a  sorrowful  harvest  must  now  be  reaped, 
must  not  be  repeated  in  efforts  to  ap¬ 
pease  another  totalitarian  power,  even 
if  it  be  an  ecclesiastical  one.” 

POAU  Protests 

Dr.  Glenn  L.  Archer,  executive  secre¬ 
tary  of  Protestants  and  Other  Americans 
United  for  Separation  of  Church  and 
State,  said  that  in  considering  extend¬ 
ing  official  diplomatic  recognition  to 
the  Vatican,  the  President  will  want  to 
consider  several  problems. 

Among  these,  he  said  whether  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  Vatican  as  a  sovereign 
power  would  require  all  agents  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  Church  to  register  un¬ 
der  the  Foreign  Agents  Registration  Act. 

The  President  should  also  consider,  he 
said,  whether  such  a  relationship  would 
violate  the  First  Amendment  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution,  and  whether  it  would  be  dip¬ 
lomatically  wise  in  a  predominantly  non- 
Catholic  country  to  single  out  one 
Church  for  such  special  recognition. 

Vatican  Cautious 

Vatican  circles  in  Rome  were  cauti¬ 
ous  in  their  reaction  to  President  Tru¬ 
man’s  statement  that  he  is  considering 
the  naming  of  a  regular  Minister  to  the 
Holy  See. 

Semi-official  Vatican  sources  pointed 
out  that  the  decision  on  appointing  a 
Minister  to  the  Holy  See  rests  with  Con¬ 
gress  and  not  with  Mr.  Truman  alone. 

There  was  no  disposition  in  Vatican 
circles  to  assume,  therefore,  that  a  regu¬ 
lar  American  diplomatic  mission  to  the 
Holy  See  is  an  accomplished  fact. 

A  total  of  40  countries  now  have  dip¬ 
lomatic  relations  with  the  Vatican.

God  Calls  A  Preacher

came  an  alcoholic.  After  “black-outs” 
he  would  wake  up  in  Jackson  or  India  - 
nola,  not  knowing  how  he  got  there. 
Then,  seeking  an  antidate  for  liquor,  he 
became  a  morphine  addict.  Finally, 
after  wrecking  his  health  and  losing 
job  ofter  job,  he  pleaded  with  his  brother 
to  carry  him  to  Whitfield.  But  God  had 
other  plans  for  him. 

How  It  Happened 

One  morning  while  scheming  how  to 
get  past  his  wife  to  some  morphine 
the  hopeless  man  happened  to  listen  to 
a  radio  sermon.  Scruggs  doesn’t  re¬ 
member  a  thing  about  the  sermon,  but 
he  quotes  the  preacher’s  invitation: 
“You,  beside  the  radio,  are  without  God. 
I  bring  you  a  message  of  hope.  Christ 
is  knocking  at  the  door  of  your  heart. 
Peace  and  joy  will  flood  your  life  if  you 
will  open  the  latch.” 

Scruggs  continues:  “I  opened  the  door, 
and  since  then  God  has  opened  doors 
so  fast  I  can  hardly  get  thru  them.” 
His  craving  for  liquor  and  dope  van¬ 
ished.  With  his  wife  and  17-year-daughter 
he  established  the  habit  of  daily  family 
prayer,  thou  at  first  he  didn't  know 
how  to  go  about  it.  “If  we  could  get 
more  altar  services  in  our  homes,  we 
would  see  a  difference  in  America  and 
the  world,”  he  says.  “I  learned  that 
my  wife  and  my  mother  had  prayed 
for  me  for  15  years. 

Soon  after  his  conversion  Scruggs  be¬ 
gan  to  be  troubled  by  a  feeling  that  he 
ought  to  preach.  He  kept  telling  God  that 
he  was  too  old  and  that  he  was  teach¬ 
ing  a  Bible  class,  but  the  feeling  per¬ 
sisted.  On  the  way  to  talk  it  over  with 
Rev.  C.  A.  Molpus.  Belzoni  pastor,  the 
troubled  man  asked  God  to  show  him 
His  will  in  the  pastor’s  advice.  “Bvron. 
don’t  lose  any  time,”  the  pastor  told 
him.  And  Byron  hasn’t.

He  wrote, 
directed  and  had  what  was  intended  to 
be  the  leading  role  in  the  pageant  The 
costuming  was  quite  well  done,  con¬ 
sidering  that  it  was  not  a  movie  pro¬ 
duction.  The  actors  were  all  amateurs 
but  many  of  them  were  quite  good  The 
best  acting  on  the  stage  was  the  part 
played  by  the  sheep  and  the  shepherd 
dog  with  the  two  shepherds.  The  black 
and  white  shepherd  dog  guarding  the 
sh^ep  knew  his  business.  The  pageant 
was  entitled  “The  Light  of  Religious 
Liberty.”  Part  I  had  four  episodes  show¬ 
ing  the  birth  of  Jesus,  the  scene  of  the 
cross,  the  light  of  the  empty  tomb  and 
then  the  light  of  the  upper  room.

Foreign  Missions  Conference 
Draws  122  Young  Volunteers 
For  Full  Christian  Service 

“I  was  shouting  glad,”  said  Dr.  J.  O. 
Chastain,  97-year-old  veteran  of  missions 
In  Mexico,  when  122  young  people  volun¬ 
teered  for  full-time  Christian  service  one 
night  during  Foreign  Mission  -Week  at 
Ridgecrest. 

It  was  the  Sunday  night  services  on 
August  6.  Five  foreign  mission  appoin¬ 
tees  and  one  young  German  student  from 
the  Zurich  seminary  had  told  of  their 
experiences  in  answering  Cbrist"s  call. 
Dr.  Baker  J.  Cauthen  had  brought  an 
earnest  message  00  "Surrendered 
Lives,”  and  then  called  for  volunteers. 
As  the  congregation  sang  “Wherever 
He  Leads,  I'll  Go,”  young  people  from 
all  over  the  auditorium  quietly  left  their 
places  and  walked  onto  the  platform. 
Sixty-eight  of  the  volunteers  came  for 
foreign  mission  service. 

Dr.  Chastain  led  the  closing  prayer.  He 
had  made  his  first  trip  In  an  airplane  in 
order  to  got  to  Ridgecrest.  His  feeble¬ 
ness  prevented  attendance  at  all  the  con¬ 
ference  gatherings.  He  had  been  helped 
to  the  platform,  by  others  to  speak  brief¬ 
ly  to.  the  assembly.  But  he  had  clasped 
bands  with  a  new  missionary  appointee 
to  Mexico,  he  had  spoken  a  word  for 
hte  beloved  mission  field,  and  be  bad 
glimpsed  to  the  hearts  of  today's  young 
people  a  missionary  consciousness  that 
would  minely  carry  some  of  them  to  un¬ 
dermanned  Mexico.  And  be  was  "shout- 
tog  glad.” 

Influence  For  Peace 

Gunter  Wagner,  the  student  Irom 
Zurich,  was  an  anti-aircraft  gunner  In 
Germany  during  the  war.  One  of  the 
missionary  appointees  who  spoke  bad 
fought  with  American  forces  to  Ger¬ 
many.
